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Protests  target  governor's  home  and  office 

Lesbians/Gay  Men  Demand  Dukakis  Response

BOSTON  —  Approximately 
500  lesbians  and  gay  men  and  their 
supporters  spent  their  Father’s 
Day,  June  16,  at  a  rally  and  march 
to  the  home  of  Governor  Michael 
S.  Dukakis  to  serve  him  with  of¬ 
ficial  complaints  of  child  abuse 
and  neglect.  The  action  grew  out 
of  community  anger  at  Dukakis 
and  his  administration  which  ef¬ 
fectively  bars  gay  people  from  be¬ 
ing  foster  parents. 

Dukakis  was  not  at  home  when 
demonstrators  arrived,  but  the 
marchers  agreed  to  bring  the  com¬ 
plaints  personally  to  his  office.  On 
June  19,  a  group  of  60  lesbians  and 
■q  gay  men  convened  at  his  office 
§  asking  for  an  appointment.  After 

|  being  refused,  they  remained 

throughout  the  day  and  the  night 
Marchers  bring  the  protest  home  on  June  16  —  to  Dukakis  house  in  until  he  agreed  to  meet  with 
Brookline.  representatives.  That  meeting  has 


been  set  for  June  21  at  5:00  p.m.  A 
press  conference  will  follow. 

The  complaints  which  the  group 
will  give  to  the  governor  are  in  the 
form  of  the  official  document  used 
by  the  Department  of  Social  Ser¬ 
vices  (DSS)  when  reporting 
“physical  or  emotional  injury  by 
abuse  or  neglect.”  The  governor  is 
charged  with  abusing  the  state’s 
6500  foster  children  by  “putting 
personal  political  gains  above  the 
needs  of  children;  threatening  the 
emotion  and  physical  well-being  of 
children  who  are  in  foster  care 
with-  single’  men  and  women; 
...delivering  a  message  to  the 
800,000  children  living  in  ‘non- 
traditional’  homes  in  Massa¬ 
chusetts  that  there  is  something 
wrong  with  their  families;  en¬ 
couraging  bigotry  against  gay  and 
lesbian  young  people;  decreasing 


the  availability  of  desperately 
needed  foster  homes  for  children; 
and  creating  a  climate  in  which 
children  have  to  live  in  fear  of  be¬ 
ing  removed  from  their  homes.” 

Following  a  rally,  the 
demonstrators  marched  to  the 
governor’s  Brookline  home  which 
was  guarded  by  scores  of  police, 
some  of  whom  were  videotaping 
the  crowd.  One  of  Dukakis’  aides 
said  the  governor  was  not  at  home, 
but  he  would  take  the  complaints 
and  pass  on  messages.  The  crowd 
refused.  The  march  and  rally  was 
also  extensively  videotaped  by  a 
plainclothesman  who  did  not  iden¬ 
tify  himself. 

On  the  march  back  from  the 
Dukakis  home,  some  demon¬ 
strators  were  verbally  harassed  by 
a  passing  motorist.  According  to

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  A  forum 
entitled  “Sexual  Outlaws  Proposi¬ 
tion  World  Governments”  drew 
two  dozen  women  from  various 
walks  of  life  to  the  Tenderloin 
District  here  June  2  for  a  lively 
discussion  of  prostitution,  por¬ 
nography  and  sadomasochism  in 
light  of  the  upcoming  U.N.  World 
Conference  on  Women.  Coor¬ 
dinated  by  the  U.S.  Prostitutes 
Collective  (US  PROS),  the  event 
promoted  outreach  and  input  for 
an  international  effort  to  secure 
support  for  sex  workers  at  the 
Non-Governmental  Organizations 
forum  to  be  held  in  Nairobi, 
Kenya,  next  month. 

A  panel  of  six  speakers  explored 
issues  for  women  in  the  sex  in¬ 


dustry  and  the  respective  stances 
of  the  right  wing  and  of  feminism 
toward  sex  workers.  Margaret' 
Prescott,  a  founding  member  of 
US  PROS,  described  this  cross¬ 
roads:  “The  feminist  movement 
must  decide  where  it  stands:  with 
prostitutes  and  porn  workers,  or 
with  the  politicians  and  the  state.” 

Prescott  discussed  the  recently 
enacted  British  “kerb  crawling” 
act,  which  greatly  enlarges  police 
powers  to  stop,  search  and  arrest 
suspected  clients  of  prostitutes. 
The  English  Collective  of  Pro¬ 
stitutes  led  a  multi-racial  coalition 
which  initially  defeated  the  bill, 
but  mainstream  feminists  worked 
with  Tory  politicians  behind  the 
scenes  to  quietly  reintroduce  and

pass  the  act,  according  to  Prescott. 
The  legislation,  seen  as  a  right- 
wing  reaction  to  calls  to  abolish 
prostitution  offenses,  borrows 
from  feminist  rhetoric  with 
phrases  like  “equal  treatment  of 
clients  and  prostitutes”  and  “pro¬ 
tecting  non-prostitute  women 
from  harassment.”  Prescott  con¬

N.Y.  Introduces 
F oster  Bill

ALBANY,  NY  —  Legisla¬ 
tion  introduced  in  the  State 
Senate  here  on  June  18  that 
would  prohibit  lesbians  and  gay 
men  from  adopting  or  fostering 
children. 

S6507,  entitled  “Homosex- 
uals  Ineligible  for  Foster  Care 
and  Adoptive  Placements,” 
amends  both  the  Domestic 
Relations  and  the  Social  Ser¬ 
vices  laws.  The  proposed  sec¬ 
tions  would  prohibit  private 
and  public  adoption  of  persons 
under  the  age  of  18  by  lesbians 
and  gay  men  as  “contrary  to 
the  best  interests  of  adoptive 
children,”  and  claims  that 
“traditional  family  life,  tradi¬ 
tional  family  values,  and  tradi¬ 
tional  family  structure”  pro¬ 
vide  appropriate  role  models 
for  children. 

Further,  the  legislation 
would  institute  an  investigative 
inquiry  to  determine  whether 
or  not  a  prospective  adoptive  or 
foster  parent  was  “homosex¬ 
ual.” 

Finally,  the  legislation  man¬ 


dates  that  at  any  time  any  per¬ 
son  may  petition  the  Family 
Court  to  remove  a  child  from 
custody  if  he  or  she  suspects 
that  a  foster  or  adoptive  parent 
is  homosexual. 

The  measure  was  introduced 
into  the  Senate  Rules  Commit¬ 
tee  on  June  18.  It  is  officially 
sponsored  by  the  committee,  as 
are  all  bills  introduced  after  the 
legislative  deadline  in  mid- 
May.  Senate  records  do  not  in¬ 
dicate  which  of  the  61  senators 
recommended  that  the  commit¬ 
tee  sponsor  the  bill. 

Senate  insiders  who  wish  to 
remain  anonymous  say  there  is 
little  chance  of  the  bill  passing 
out  of  committee,  much  less 
onto  the  Senate  floor.  There  is 
no  companion  bill  in  the  State 
Assembly.  This  legislative  ses¬ 
sion  is  scheduled  to  end  soon, 
but  may  run  into  early  July. 
The  next  session  begins  in 
January,  when  the  bill  would 
have  to  be  reintroduced  if  it 
should  die  this  session.

BOSTON  —  The  case  of  a 
Boston  Chinatown  resident 
allegedly  assaulted  by  an  under¬ 
cover  vice  dectective  drew  together 
about  400  supporters  from  diverse 
backgrounds  and  neighborhoods 
for  a  lively  march  through  down¬ 
town  in  the  late  afternoon  of  June 
18.  Led  by  the  Committee  to  Sup¬ 
port  Long  Guang  Huang,  the  mar¬ 
chers  called  for  an  end  to  police 
brutality  while  demanding  justice 
for  Huang.  The  march  was  fol¬ 
lowed  by  a  rally  on  the  steps  of  Ci¬ 
ty  Hall. 

The  case  in  question  involves 
when  he  was  allegedly  accosted 
Commissioner  Francis  M.  Roache  to 
of  Boston  Asian  Gay  Men  and 
of  1982,  as  part  of  a  pro-sex  rally, 
on  the  morning  of  May  1,  1985, 
reportedly  beat  the  56-year-old 
man.  Witnesses  to  the  incident 
have  indicated  that  Kelly  failed  to 
make  his  identity  known  to  the 
Chinatown  resident.  Huang,  a  re¬ 
cent  immigrant  from  China, 
understands  little  English  and  has 
said  that  he  was  only  taking  a  mor¬ 
ning  stroll  in  the  neighborhood 
when  he  was  allegedly  accosted 
by  Kelly. 

The  incident  has  left  Huang 
with  injuries  which  have  forced 
him  to  take  a  six-month  leave  from 
work.  In  addition,  he  has  been 
charged  by  Kelly  with  solicitation

“The  Women’s  School  was  started  in  1971  after  a 
group  of  women  took  over  a  Harvard  building  —  and 
stayed  for  weeks  —  to  celebrate  International 
Women’s  Day  and  to  prove  the  need  for  a  women’s 
center  and  school.  It  made  a  lot  of  difference  in 
women’s  lives  —  to  take  control  over  what  we  learn 
and  in  a  non-academic  setting  . . .  For  me,  it  was  an 
important  part  of  coming  out.”

CAMBRIDGE,  MA  —  The  oldest  existing 
women’s  alternative  school  in  the  country,  the 
Women’s  School  at  the  Cambridge  Women’s  Center, 
is  in  danger  of  closing.  According  to  school  collective 
member  Priscilla  Lynch,  by  the  end  of  June  there  will 
only  be  two  women  left  from  the  current  seven- 
member  collective  and  enrollment  has  been  down. 
Although  this  is  not  the  first  time  the  school  has  gone 
through  a  slow  period  without  new  collective 
members  and  increased  community  interest,  the 
school  will  probably  not  continue.  “We’re  getting 
worn  down,”  said  Mary  Leno. 

In  early  March  of  this  year,  the  Women’s  Com¬ 
munity  School  in  neighboring  Somerville  closed, 
citing  similar  problems  to  those  of  the  Cambridge 
school. 

A  meeting  to  discuss  the  fate  of  the  school, 
which  uses  volunteer  teachers,  and  charges  no  fees 
to  students,  was  held  on  June  12,  and  attended 
primarily  by  women  affiliated  with  the  school. 
Another  meeting,  open  to  all  interested  women,  and 
especially  to  those  considering  joining  the  collective 
or  working  with  the  school  in  some  way  is  scheduled 
for  June  26,  7:30  p.m.  at  the  Cambridge  Women’s 
Center.  The  goal  of  the  meeting  is  to  determine 
whether  there  is  significant  community  interest  and  if 
so,  in  what  form  it  should  or  can  continue. 

Founded  as  a  socialist-feminist  institution,  the 
school  has  offered  Fall  and  Spring  terms  with  several 
classes  and  workshops,  including  wheelchair  repair, 
midwifery,  self-defense,  Marxism,  feminism  and  les¬ 
bian  literature,  racism,  women  in  the  Middle  East, 
Central  America,  older  women  arid  many  more. 
Childcare  is  provided.

ANCHORAGE,  AK  —  A  gay/lesbian  radio  pro¬ 
gram  here  is  the  recipient  of  two  Excellence  in  Jour¬ 
nalism  awards  from  the  Society  of  Professional  Jour¬ 
nalists,  Sigma  Delta  Chi. 

“Out  in  the  North,”  a  weekly  public  affairs  pro¬ 
gram  on  KSKA-FM,  featured  the  winning  entries  dur¬ 
ing  broadcasts  in  1984.

self-defense  plea  unsuccessful  in  fatal 
gay-bashing  case 

SACRAMENTO,  CA  —  Two  men  who  say  they  set 
out  to  rob  a  “homosexual”  were  sentenced  earlier 
this  month  to  25  years  to  life  in  prison  for  the  murder 
of  a  64-year-old  retired  school  teacher,  according  to 
the  Sacramento  Bee.  Phillip  Eugene  Golob,  Jr.,  21, 
and  John  Anthony  Gresham,  32,  were  convicted  of  the 
April  20, 1984  robbery  and  killing  of  Howard  Maddux. 

Testimony  at  the  trial  indicated  that  Gresham 
and  Golob  deliberately  went  to  a  park  frequented  by 
gay  men  to  steal  money  and  a  car.  Prosecutor  Al 
Locher  said  they  assumed  a  gay  man  would  be  an 
easy  mark  and  would  not  report  the  crime  to  police. 

Maddux,  who  was  robbed  of  his  credit  cards  and 
car  by  the  two  men,  died  of  injuries  sustained  in  a 
beating  by  Golob. 

Golob  unsuccessfully  contended  he  was 
“defending  himself”  from  Maddux  who  put  his  hand 
on  his  leg  and  that  the  fatal  beating  “was  an 
accident.”  Gresham  said  the  “entire  thing  was  an  ab¬ 
solute  injustice.”

raytheon  taken  to  court  over  aids 
discrimination 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  Raytheon  Company,  the 
ninth  largest  “defense”  contractor,  and  maker  of  ad¬ 
vanced  missila.  systems,  military  computers,  and 
navigation  and  guidance  systems  for  the  "Star  Wars” 
program,  is  being  taken  to  court  on  charges  of 
discriminating  against  an  employee  who  had  AIDS. 
This  is  the  first  such  case  to  go  to  trial  in  California. 

Last  year,  Raytheon  put  John  Chadbourne  on  an 
involuntary  and  indefinite  medical  leave,  saying  he 
could  not  return  to  work  until  there  was  a  cure  for 
AIDS.  Chadbourne’s  doctor  had  said  he  was  able  to 
work  and  posed  no  risk  to  other  employees. 

Chadbourne  has  since  died,  but  National  Gay 
Rights  Advocates  (NGRA)  is  pursuing  his  case.  John 
O’Leary,  NGRA  executive  director,  said,  “We  are  put¬ 
ting  employers  on  notice  in  this  state.  They  cannot 
mistreat  someone  with  AIDS  and  then  get  away  with  it 
because  the  employee  dies.” 


black  women  form  political  congress 

ATLANTA  —  About  325  Black  women,  including 
politicians,  labor  leaders,  and  civil  rights  activists, 
gathered  here  on  June  7  to  create  the  National 
Political  Congress  of  Black  Women,  according  to  tfje 
Boston  Globe.  Although  non-partisan,  the  Congress 
(formerly  the  National  Black  Women’s  Political 
Caucus)  emerged  out  of  “the  excitement  and  solidari¬ 
ty  Black  women  felt  following  the  Democratic  Na¬ 
tional  Convention”  held  in  San  Francisco  last  July, 
said  former  Congresswoman  and  chairwoman  of  the 
Congress  Shirley  Chisholm,  according  to  a  report  in 
Upfront,  a  Black  women’s  newspaper. 

The  Globe  reported  that  Delores  Tucker,  former 
Pennsylvania  Secretary  of  State  and  a  national  com¬ 
mittee  member  of  the  Democratic  Party,  said  35  Black 
women  attending  the  Democratic  Convention  formed 
the  Caucus  after  Walter  Mondale  chose  Geraldine 
Ferraro  as  his  running  mate  without  considering  a 
Black  woman.  Referring  also  to  thg  Party’s  dismissal 
of  “minority  positions,”  Tucker  said,  “After  the  way 
we  were  treated  in  San  Francisco  at  the  Democratic 
National  Convention,  we  knew  we  had  to  come  to¬ 
gether.”  She  added  that  Black  women  felt  abandoned 
by  white  feminists  in  platform  fights  over  a  proposal 
to  outlaw  dual  primaries  and  over  affirmative  action. 

Held  at  Spelman  College,  the  oldest  U.S.  college 
for  Black  women,  the  gathering  included  radical  ac¬ 
tivist  and  Communist  Party  member  Angela  Davis 
and  several  Black  Republicans.  Participants  dis¬ 
cussed  the  workings  of  the  new  group  and  a  variety  of 
issues,  including  U.S.  policy  toward  South  Africa. 
“We  will  not  accept  a  surrogate  speaking  for  us  any 
longer,”  said  Chisholm. 

According  to  Upfront,  efforts  to  ensure  participa¬ 
tion  in  the  Congress  by  low  and  moderate  income 
women,  welfare  recipients,  young  single  mothers  and 
elder  Black  women  are  currently  underway.  Issue 
papers  on  topics  including  women  and  housing,  the 
status  of  Black  youth  and  children,  and  policies  of 
welfare  reform  are  being  developed,  said  Charlene 
Cheatam,  a  recent  candidate  for  chair  of  the  D.C. 
chapter  of  the  Congress. 


bwmt  honors  rustin  at  convention 

LOS  ANGELES  —  Black  and  White  Men  Together 
(BWMT)  will  honor  civil  rights  activist  Bayard  Rustin 
at  its  fifth  annual  convention.  The  33-chapter  Na¬ 
tional  Association  of  BWMT  will  meet  in  Los  Angeles 
July  15-20  to  set  organizational  goals,  elect  new  of¬ 
ficers,  and  attend  workshops  and  social  events. 

Rustin,  who  is  currently  President  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  A.  Phillip  Randolph  Institute  in  New 
York,  was  chosen  by  Randolph  to  direct  the  historic 
1963  March  „on  Washington.  When  some  Black 
religious  leaders  protested  to  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr. 
that  Rustin’s  “past  associations”  made  him  un¬ 
suitable  for  so  public  a  role,  Rustin  agreed  to  organize 
the  march  as  Deputy  Director. 

Nonetheless,  Randolph  and  other  civil  rights 
leaders  publicly  defended  Rustin  when,  two  weeks 
before  the  march,  Strom  Thurmond  denounced  him 
from  the  Senate  floor  as  “a  communist,  a  draft  dodger 
and  a  [word  for  homosexual  that  was  not  deemed 
suitable  for  the  Congressional  Record].” 

Founded  in  1980,  BWMT  is  both  a  social 
fellowship  practicing  deliberate  integration  and  an 
anti-racist  forum. 


queer  sibs  okay 

SACRAMENTO,  CA  —  Responding  to  a  lawsuit 
threat  by  National  Gay  Rights  Advocates  (NGRA),  the 
Big  Brothers/Big  Sisters  organization  here  has  ad¬ 
opted  a  non-discrimination  policy  which  will  allow 
lesbians  and  gay  men  to  be  volunteers.  NGRA  had  ex¬ 
pressed  its  intention  to  sue  on  behalf  of  Sharon  Bee,  a 
lesbian  who  was  rejected  when  she  tried  to  volunteer 
in  March,  1984. 

According  to  NGRA  Legal  Director  Leonard 
Graff,  the  Board  of  Big  Brothers/Big  Sisters 
unanimously  passed  the  non-discrimination  policy 
rather  than  face  a  lawsuit  under  the  state  Civil  Rights 
Act. 

Big  Brothers/Big  Sisters  is  a  program  which  mat¬ 
ches  women  to  girls  and  men  to  boys  to  provide  same- 
sex  role  models. 


synthetic  fibers  linked  to  toxic  shock 

BOSTON  —  Scientists  funded  by  the  makers  of 
Tampax  announced  June  5  that  certain  fibers  in 
super-absorbent  tampons  appear  to  cause  the  some¬ 
times  deadly  Toxic  Shock  Syndrome,  according  to  the 
Boston  Globe.  The  team  of  Harvard  University  doc¬ 
tors  found  that  polyester  foam  and  polyacrylate  rayon 
—  both  off  the  market  now  —  create  the  perfect  en¬ 
vironment  for  growth  of  a  deadly  toxin  by  absorbing 
magnesium  from  surrounding  blood  and  tissue.  In  a 
low-magnesium  environment,  the  doctors  said,  a 
dangerous  toxin  —  TSST-1  —  is  produced  six  to  20 
times  faster  than  usual,  causing  toxic  shock. 

The  syndrome,  most  often  striking  menstruating 
women  using  tarhpons  during  days  of  light  blood 
flow,  is  characterized  by  fever,  skin  rash  generally 
beginning  on  the  palms  and  soles  of  the  feet,  and  a 
serious  drop  in  blood  pressure.  Many  cases  are  mild, 
but  serious  cases  can  develop  within  a  matter  of 
hours,  sometimes  causing  kidney  and  liver  failure, 
coma  or  death. 

The  two  fibers  implicated  began  to  be  incor¬ 
porated  into  t&mpons  in  the  late  ’70s  because  they 
are  more  absorbent  than  cotton.  The  polyster  foam 
was  used  only  in  Rely  tampons,  which  were  removed 
from  the  market  in  September  1980,  causing  the  rate 
of  toxic  shock  to  fall  by  half. 

Since  Toxic  Shock  Syndrome  first  came  to  public 
attention  in  1980,  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control 
(CDC)  have  recorded  2683  cases,  114  of  which  have 
been  fatal.  Today,  the  CDC  receives  reports  of  30  new 
cases  a  month  —  a  figure  considered  by  CDC 
epidemiologist  Dr.  Arthur  Reingold  to  underrepresent 
the  frequency. 

The  polyacrylate  fibers  have  been  used  until  this 
spring  in  most  Playtex  tampons  and  in  Tampax 
Superplus.  The  products  were  withdrawn  after  the 
Harvard  team  notified  manufacturers  of  its  findings 
in  March.  The  brands  were  not  banned,  however,  and 
many  women  may  still  have  products  containing 
polyacrylate  rayon  stored  in  their  homes. 

Esther  Rome  of  the  Boston  Women’s  Health  Col¬ 
lective  criticized  the  research,  saying,  “It’s  clear  what 
the  safety  testing  companies  have  been  doing  to  this 
point  is  not  sufficient.”  And  a  pamphlet  on  the  topic 
by  the  Health  Collective  points  out  that  very' little  is 
known  about  tampons  because  all  research  to  date 
has  been  funded  by  the  tampon  companies  who  do 
not  make  their  findings  public. 

Rome  also  cautioned  that,  "This  test  also  does 
not  address  other  problems  associated  with  tampon 
use  —  [such  as]  ulcers  and  micro-ulcers.”  The  pamph¬ 
let  by  the  Collective  reports  that  women  experience 
many  other  problems  with  tampon  use,  including  ir¬ 
ritation,  dryness,  extra  bleeding,  more  vaginal  infec¬ 
tions,  cramping,  abnormal  Pap  smears,  and  vaginal 
sores.

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20,000 +  join  biggest  Boston  Pride  ever  , 

Boston  Gay  Pride-Decries  Foster  Policy

BOSTON  —  One  of  the  largest 
lesbian  and  gay  pride  marches  this 
city  has  ever  seen  occurred  on  June 
15  with  upwards  of  20,000  people 
coming  out  to  march  and  attend  a 
rally  at  the  Boston  Common. 
March  organizers  estimated  the 
crowd  at  27,500  people. 

The  day  combined  celebration 
and  politics  with  the  primary  focus 
on  the  state’s  prohibition  on  gay 
foster  placements.  The  new  policy, 
which  was  developed  following  the 
publicity  given  a  gay  couple  who 
were  foster  parents,  also  provides 
that  single  and  unmarried  people 
not  be  given  foster  children  unless 
there  are  no  placements  available 
in  the  homes  of  married  couples. 
(See  GCN,  Vol.  12,  Nos.  43-48.) 

The  march  was  led  by  the  newly 
formed  Freedom  Trail  Marching 
Band,  and  included  a  diversity  of 
participating  groups  including 
some  straight  groups  marching  in 
support  of  the  community. 
District  65,  United  Auto  Workers, 
the  New  Jewish  Agenda,  Church 
of  the  Covenant,  and  First  Church 
in  Roxbury  were  among  the 
groups  who  marched  as  sup¬ 
porters.  Lesbian  and  gay  con¬ 
tingents  included  the  Chiltern 
Mountain  Club,  El  Comite 
Latino,  Gay  and  Lesbian  Counsel¬ 
ing  Services,  Gay  Community 
News,  Fag  Rag,  Gay  Veterans 
Association,  Amethyst  Women, 
the  Saints  Collective,  Buddies, 
Somewhere/Else,  Dorchester  Gay 
and  Lesbian  Alliance,  Lesbian  and 
Gay  Neighbors  of  Jamaica  Plain, 
Gay  Fathers,  North  Shore  Gay 
Alliance,  Boston  Gay  Men’s 
Chorus,  AIDS  Action  Committee 
(AAC),  Lesbians  Choosing 
Children  Network,  members  of 
Sojourner,  the  Rainbow  Coali¬ 
tion,  the  Pledge  of  Resistance, 
United  Fruit  Co.,  All  People’s 
Congress,  as  well  as  religious 
groups  such  as  MCC,  Dignity,  Am 
Tikva  and  many  more. 

The  AIDS  Action  Committee 
marched  with  signs  with  the  dates 
of  death  of  each  person  who  has 
died  of  AIDS  in  the  state.  They 
also  distributed  buttons  with  the 
AAC  logo,  “To  Life,”  as  well  as 
their  new  “Play  Safe”  button. 

The  foster  parent  issue 
dominated  signs  and  chants  and 
also  the  speeches  given  at  the  rally^ 
on  the  Common.  Angela  Bowen,  a 
Black  lesbian  mother  who  provid¬ 
ed  foster  care  to  two  girls  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  raising  her  biological 
children,  gave  a  speech  which 
brought  the  crowd  to  its  feet  in  ap¬ 
preciation. 

Bowen  said  she  was  a  foster 
parent  when  she  was  a  young  mar¬ 
ried  woman  with  no  parenting  ex¬ 
perience.  “We  were  the  ideal 
heterosexual  couple,”  that  the 
new  Department  of  Social  Services 
(DSS)  policy  is  aimed  at,  said 
Bowen.  “But,”  she  continued,  “if 
I  applied  now  [after  coming  out  as 
la  lesbian],  I  couldn’t  get  a  foster 
child.”  She  characterized  the  ban¬ 
ning  of  gay  foster  parents  as  a 
“homophobic  society  wast(ing)  its 
resources,”  and  commented  on 
the  “irony  of  getting  kids  as  a 
young,  inexperienced  married 
heterosexual,”  when  the  current 
policy  would  bar  her  altogether 
despite  her  extensive  parenting  ex¬ 
perience.  She  said  her  first  foster 
child,  now  an  adult,  told  her, 
“You  gave  me  the  first  love  and 
respect  I  ever  had.” 

Reminding  the  audience  of  the 
history  of  gay  and  lesbian  libera¬ 
tion,  she  said,  “We’ve  got  to  re¬ 
fight  Stonewall  over  and  over 
again....  We  won’t  turn  our  backs 
on  our  own  kind.”  Bowen  brought 
the  attentive  audience  to  its  feet 
when  she  concluded,  “They  could 
come  tomorrow  to  take  my 
biological  kids.  If  I  don’t  stand 
with  you  tonight  they  could  come 
for  me  tomorrow.”  (The  entire 
text  of  Bowen’s  speech  will  appear 
on  next  week’s  Speaking  Out 
page.) 


Bowen  was  preceded  on  the 
stage  by  Gil  Gerald,  executive 
director  of  the  National  Coalition 
of  Black  Gays  (NCBG),  who  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  “mean-spiritedness” 
of  the  times  and  the  government. 
While  acknowledging  the  progress 
made  and  the  reasons  to  celebrate, 
Gerald  said,  “We  should  now  also 
acknowledge  the  shortcomings  of 
our  struggle,  and  continue 
building  a  community  that  is  far 
more  responsive  to  the  concept 
that  we  can  derive  greater  strength 
because  of  our  diversity.”  He  said 
the  agenda  over  the  next  15  years 
should  be  to  “become  known  as  a 
different  people,  a  people  who 
spurned  the  conservative  rightward

LONG  BEACH,  CA  —  Despite 
the  prohibitive  actions  of  the  city 
government  here,  the  Second  An¬ 
nual  Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride 
Parade  and  Festival  were  held  as 
scheduled  June  15-16.  The  city 
manager  had  attempted  to  limit 
the  festival  to  one  day,  and  had 
succeeded  in  charging  the  local  les- 
bian/gay  pride  committee  almost 
$30,000  in  police  expenses  and 
money  posted  for  bond.  Long 
Beach  Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride,  Inc. 
(LBLGP)  has  brought  suit  against 
the  city  for  reimbursement  of  this 
money,  and  alleges  that  the  mayor 
and  two  members  of  the  city  coun¬ 
cil,  together  with  the  city  manager, 
conspired  to  block  the  pride 
festivities,  thereby  interfering  with 
the  First  Amendment  rights  of  the 
participants. 

Difficulties  between  LBLGP 
and  the  city  began  on  May  7,  when 
City  Manager  John  Dever  recom¬ 
mended  to  the  Long  Beach  City 
Council  that  the  pride  festival  be 
limited  to  one  day.  LBLGP  had 
applied  the  previous  August  for  a 
two-day  festival  patterned  after 


witnesses,  the  vehicle  tried  to  pass 
through  the  crowd,  brushing  a 
woman  marcher  who  then  leaned 
down  to  the  passenger  side  win¬ 
dow  to  ask  that  they  take  an  alter¬ 
native  route.  The  passenger,  a 
man,  grabbed  the  woman  and 
began  pulling  her  into  the  car, 
while  the  car  began  backing  out  of 
the  crowd.  Several  witnesses  said 
the  woman  was  released  and  the 
car  moved  forward  through  the 
crowd,  forcing  many  to  jump  out 
of  the  way  to  avoid  being  hit. 

Marchers  such  as  Debra 
Chasnoff  were  critical  of  the 
Brookline  police  response  to  the 


move  of  the  1980s  —  who  stuck  to 
a  progressive  course  of  dismantl¬ 
ing  institutionalized  racism,  sex¬ 
ism  and  classism  in  our  community 
and  in  our  society  at  large.”  (See 
this  week’s  Speaking  Out  page  for 
the  entire  text  of  Gerald’s  speech.) 

Ginny  Apuzzo,  past  executive 
director  of  the  National  Gay  Task 
Force  (NGTF),  began  by  welcom¬ 
ing  people  who  were  coming  out 
for  the  first  time:  “Accept  our  em¬ 
brace,  we  value  your  courage,” 
she  said,  adding,  “You  need  to 
join  us  the  other  364  days  of  this 
struggle.” 

Apuzzo  also  spoke  for  a  broad 
notion  of  gay  liberation,  saying, 
“Discrimination  will  move  from 


their  first  celebration  in  1984. 
Dever  also  levied  an  $18,000 
deposit  to  cover  police  expenses 
during  the  march,  including 
people-hours,  barricades,  and  no¬ 
parking  signs.  According  to 
LBLGP  President  Judy  Doyle,  ex¬ 
penses  above  the  deposit  may  total 
an  additional  $2,000.  Last  year 
LBLGP  was  charged  $17,000  to 
cover  city  expenses. 

LBLGP  was  also  required  to 
post  an  $1 1 ,600  liability  and  liquor 
bond,  up  from  $901  in  1984.  The 
group  borrowed  $29,600  from  an 
anonymous  source  to  cover  the  ex¬ 
penses.  Cities  in  California  may 
charge  whatever  they  wish  for 
marches,  rallies  and  street  perfor¬ 
mances  under  a  1941  California 
Supreme  Court  ruling.  In  the  past 
year,  Long  Beach  has  waived  such 
charges  for  both  the  Olympic 
torchbearers  and  the  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars. 

The  city  council  approved  the 
two-day  festival  by  a  vote  of  5-4 
after  a  three  and  a  half  hour 
meeting  on  May  21. 

LBLGP  brought  suit  against 


incident:  “They  managed  to  have 
the  resources  to  videotape  us  but 
no  patrol  car  at  the  end  of  the 
march  to  protect  us.”  And  Nancy 
Coleman,  a  GLAD  attorney  and 
one  of  the  women  who  went  to  the 
police  station  after  the  incident, 
characterized  the  police  as  “very 
obnoxious.” 

No  charges  have  yet  been  filed 
on  either  side.  The  driver  and 
passenger  were  at  the  station  but 
all  were  told  to  bring  their  com¬ 
plaints  to  the  clerk  of  courts.  Cap¬ 
tain  Walsh,  of  the  Brookline 
police,  told  GCN  that  such  pro¬ 
cedure  “is  quite  common”  in  such 


[minority  to  minority].  We  need  to 
address  [these  problems]  as  a  sim¬ 
ple  matter  of  justice.  Unless  we  do, 
we  have  failed  our  children.” 

Don  Babets  and  David  Jean,  the 
two  gay  men  whose  foster  children 
were  removed  from  their  home, 
also  spoke,  thanking  in  particular 
the  attorneys  from  Gay  and  Les¬ 
bian  Advocates  and  Defenders 
(GLAD)  who  took  on  their  case. 
They  received  a  standing  ovation 
when  they  were  introduced,  and 
later,  noted  the  hunger  and 
deprivation  suffered  by  children  in 
Central  America,  South  America, 
and  Ethiopia.  “We  too  are  the 
world,  we  too  are  the  children,” 
they  concluded.  (The  text  to 


Long  Beach  on  May  23,  asking  the 
Superior  Court  in  Los  Angeles  to 
issue  a  writ  of  declaratory  relief 
which  would  prohibit  the  city  from 
charging  the  group  until  it  could  be 
determined  whether  such  expenses 
are  an  infringement  of  free  speech 
as  protected  under  the  First 
Amendment.  On  June  10,  Judge 
Irving  Shimer  of  the  Superior 
Court  refused  to  issue  the  writ  of 
declaratory  relief  on  the  grounds 
there  was  insufficient  reason. 
LBLGP  took  their  case  to  the 
Court  of  Appeals  on  June  11, 
where  they  were  refused  again. 

All  told,  LBLGP  expects  to 
spend  between  $65,000-70,000  on 
this  year’s  march  and  festival,  as 
opposed  to  $39,000  last  year. 

Despite  the  troubles  en¬ 
countered,  Doyle  termed  this 
year’s  celebration  a  “fabulous  suc¬ 
cess.”  She  estimated  that  approx¬ 
imately  500  people  participated  in 
the  march  on  June  15,  with  about 
5000  people  looking  on.  She  fur¬ 
ther  estimated  that  between 
3000-6500  attended  the  two-day 
festival. 


instances.  He  rejected  questions 
concerning  the  adequacy  of  securi¬ 
ty,  calling  them  biased.  Walsh  said 
the  police  were  there  to  “maintain 
peace,”  but  added,  “Confronta¬ 
tions  between  marchers  and  other 
citizens  will  be  settled  by  marchers 
and  other  citizens.” 

The  rally  held  before  the  march 
to  Dukakis’  house  featured  four 
speakers.  Will  Hutchinson,  a  gay 
father  and  member  of  the  Boston 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Political  Alliance 
steering  committee,  urged  people 
to  register  to  vote  and  urge  others 
to  register  as  well. 

Former  foster  child  Margie  Har¬ 
ris  drew  a  strong  response  from  the 
crowd  with  her  account  of  being  a 
charge  of  the  state.  She  said  she 
was  moved  from  one  foster  home 
to  another  —  14  foster  homes  in 
six  years  —  and  that  she  was  aware 
of  many  children  in  residential  set¬ 
tings  who  were  waiting  for  place-

Congressman  Barney  Frank 
(D-MA)  told  the  audience  that  it  is 
a  “very  good  thing,”  that  so  many 
people  were  attending  Pride. 
Frank  told  the  crowd  of  his  efforts 
to  reform  immigration  laws  which 
currently  bar  gay  and  lesbian  im¬ 
migrants. 

Frank  also  spoke  out  strongly 
against  the  new  foster  care  policy, 
as  he  has  in  other  arenas. 

The  only  incident  noted  during 
the  rally  occurred  when  some  men 
reading  from  bibles  were  involved 
in  a  brief  scuffle  with  a  gay  man. 
The  police  subsequently  removed 
them  from  the  scene. 


LBLGP  is  continuing  its  suit 
against  the  city  of  Long  Beach, 
and  may  take  its  case  before  the 
California  Supreme  Court  in 
Sacramento  on  June  24.  It  is  ask¬ 
ing  that  the  court  issue  either  a  writ 
of  mandate  or  a  permanent  injunc¬ 
tion  prohibiting  Long  Beach  from 
charging  any  expenses  for  the 
parade  and  that  it  be  reimbursed 
for  expenses  already  paid  on 
grounds  that  such  expenses  are  an 
infringement  of  protected  free 
speech.  Further,  they  are  suing  the 
city  for  damages  on  grounds  that 
Mayor  Ernie  Kell,  Councillors 
Eunice  Sato  and  William  Har¬ 
wood,  and  the  city  manager  will¬ 
fully  conspired  to  block  the  pride 
events  through  intentionally  pro¬ 
hibitive  expenses. 

Neither  the  offices  of  the  mayor 
and  the  councillors,  nor  the  office 
of  the  city  manager,  nor  the  office 
of  the  city  attorney  returned 
GCN s  calls.

ment.  She  recalled  one  child  who 
was  placed  in  a  “normal  home” 
who  was  raped  by  her  foster 
father.  Harris  also  said  that, 
although  she  later  found  out  from 
her  records  that  her  counselors 
knew  she  was  a  lesbian,  nobody 
talked  to  her  about  it,  even  though 
it  was  clearly  troubling  her.  “The 
reason,”  said  Harris,  “is  because 
of  the  ^attitudes  of  people  like 
[Secretary  of  Human  Services, 
Philip]  Johnston  and  Dukakis. 
They  don’t  know  what  it’s  like  to 
belong  to  DSS,”  she  concluded. 
“1  do  and  the  policy  is  wrong.” 

Linda  Tate,  a  single  parent  and 
welfare  rights  activist,  described 
several  instances  of  the  ad¬ 
ministration’s  failure  to  respond 
to  the  needs  of  the  poor.  She 
named  workfare,  which  Dukakis 
favored,  and  the  “Up  to  Poverty” 
campaign,  which  Dukakis  op¬ 
posed,  as  such  instances.

Dukakis  Watch  is  planning  to  demonstrate  at  all  of  Gov.  Dukakis’ 
public  appearances  until  he  rescinds  his  anti-gay  policy.

An  additional  plan  of  action  is  the  “Denmark  Campaign,” 
organized  by  an  ad  hoc  group  of  social  service  workers.  The  campaign 
is  named  for  the  non-Jews  in  Denmark  who  wore  the  Star  of  David 
during  the  Nazi  occupation  so  that  Jews  could  not  be  singled  out  for 
persecution.  The  social  workers  are  organizing  a  grassroots  letter 
campaign  and  have  all  pledged  to  identify  themselves  as  lesbians  and 
gay  men  if  any  attempt  is  made  to  single  out  lesbian  and  gay  people 
who  work  with  children.  These  letters  will  be  sent  to  Dukakis  as  pro¬ 
test  of  his  current  policies  and  as  an  act  of  solidarity  with  lesbians  and 
gay  men.

save  your  energy 

Dear  GCN : 

I  would  hate  to  throw  any  cold  water  on  gay 
aspirations,  with  some  harsh  realism,  but  I  must 
say  to  fellow  gays  who  are  battling  furiously  for  a 
pro-gay  foster  parent  policy:  Forget  it,  it  simply 
isn’t  going  to  happen,  because  most  straights  are 
just  not  ready  for  it.  For  now,  save  your  energies 
for  battles  that  you  can  win,  such  as  legislation 
prohibiting  job  and  housing  discrimination. 

I  also  think  that  it  is  a  paranoid  overreaction  to 
imagine  that  the  foster  care  policy  is  somehow  a 
prelude  to  state  efforts  to  begin  seizing,  without 
pretext,  any  and  all  children  from  gay 
households.  Even  some  of  our  more  bigoted 
legislators  have  shown  some  understanding  that 
this  would  be  a  far  more  significant  line  to  cross, 
and  are  aware  that  this  would  cause  controversy 
that  would  pale  by  far  the  foster  care  issue.  At  any 
rate,  we  should  not  waste  time  worrying,  or  in¬ 
dulge  in  our  own  irresponsible  rhetoric  over  such 
fears,  until  there  is  some  clear  justification  for  it. 

I  am  glad  to  see  that  more  gays  are  showing  in¬ 
terest  in  raising  their  own  biological  children.  If 
openly  gay  couples  successfully  raise  their  own 
children,  on  a  broader  scale,  it  will  be  much  more 
effective  in  squelching  controvery  than  will 
studies  involving  children  of  single  gays,  or  gays 
involved  in  token-heterosexual  marriages. 

I  would  also  like  to  say  that  it  is  at  best  a 
hopelessly  hollow  bluff,  or  at  worst  a  classic  case 
of  cutting  off  one’s  nose  to  spite  one’s  face,  to 
threaten  Governor  Dukakis  with  loss  of  gay 
votes,  for  his  role  in  the  foster  care  case.  As  hard 
as  it  may  be  to  take,  Dukakis  will  in  all  probabili¬ 
ty  represent,  a  least-of-evils  vote,  and  it  would 
hardly  help  our  interests  to  vote  Republican, 
much  less  for  someone  like  Ed  King.  Governor 
Dukakis  at  least  shows  some  willingness  to  sign 
gay  rights  legislation,  even  if  he  is  not  willing  to 
go  out  of  his  way  to  help  it  to  get  to  his  desk.

Dear  GCN J. 

The  May  25th  issue  was  really  interesting,  the 
article  that  appeared  on  page  one  entitled  “Com¬ 
munity  Rallies  Behind  Gay  Foster  Parents.”

Men  are  suspicious  of  the  les¬ 
bians,  and  the  lesbians  are  suspicious  and  not  all 
that  tolerant  of  the  men,  gays  do  other  gays  in  out 
of  sheer  jealousy.  Gays  are  evaluated  and  even  in¬ 
fatuated  with  “slims”  and  the  good  looks  and 
show  little  if  any  tolerance  for  the  overweight. 
Gays  are  cynical  of  bi-sexual  men  and  totally 
suspicious  of  those  gays  who  have  been  an 
economic  success.  The  trouble  is  that  this  division 
is  bringing  about  a  disaster  and  is  threatening  to 
destroy  everything  that  has  been  gained.  Those 
who  are  still  in  the  closet  aren’t  traitors.  They 
have  something  they  are  trying  to  protect  for 
whatever  reason.  To  hate  them  accomplishes 
nothing,  to  want  them  destroyed  is  insidious.  If 
nothing  else,  they  have  a  vote  and  if  they  are  not 
openly  forsaken  and  despised  and  attacked  (or  at 
the  least  —  ignored)  their  sympathies  lie  with  us 
and  we  can  depend  on  them  for  that  vote  and  in 
times  like  these,  we  need  every  vote  we  can 
msuter.  When  there  is  a  fighter  in  the  group, 
despite  whether  he  is  an  open  gay,  a  closeter,  or  a 
sympathetic  straight,  don’t  turn  your  backs  on 
him  while  anti-gay  forces  destroy  them.  Too 
many  in  our  community  have  done  just  that.  We 
need  them.  There  are  so  few  that  are  able  and 
“willing”  to  take  the  helm  and  guide  our  ship  out 
of  dangerous  waters.  Remember  the  press  and  the 
media  are  not  our  friends  as  they  would  like  to 
have  us  believe.  Whatever  gains  we  make,  we 
must  do  it  on  our  own.  After  all  we  are  “different.” 
Some  of  these  heinous  accusations  against  some 
of  our  “would  be  leaders”  is  deliberate.  Shame 
that  they  and  the  police  use  “gays”  to  work  on 
and  destroy  these  leaders.  Entrapment?  Yes,  it 
certainly  is,  but  who  cares?  These  are  very  power¬ 
ful  tools  in  the  hands  of  a  fascist  regime  like  what 
we  have  now.  It’s  great  to  worry  about  Viet  Nam, 
Australia  or  El  Salvador,  I  do  too!  But  first 
remember  our  own  at  home.  If  our  minds  are  on 
foreign  turf,  what  is  going  on  at  home  under  our 
own  noses  while  we  sleep?  Justice  as  we  have 
known  it  is  dying  fast  and  our  own  are  being  made 
political  prisoners.  If  we  are  to  survive,  not  win, 
but  just  to  merely  survive,  we  can  no  longer  be 
caught  asleep.  If  we  are  to  be  tolerated  we  must 
first  learn  to  tolerate  our  own  that  are 
“different.”  We  cannot  leave  those  who  speak 
out  in  our  defense,  whether  they  be  gays,  or 
straights  or  whatever,  to  face  this  gestapo  alone. 
The  anti-gays  are  depending  on  our  divisiveness. 
History  has  taught  us  that  it  is  not  the  outside 
forces  that  actually  destroy,  but  the  enemy 
within.  By  our  own  greed  and  apathy  from 
within.  Shall  we  ignore  the  warnings  and  the 
plights  of  others,  be  apathetic  or  deceitful  and  go 
down,  maybe  forever?  Or  shall  we  have  a  rebirth 
of  spirit,  togetherness  in  everything  not  just 
selected  things,  despite  our  differences  and  stand 
together  and  survive.  Let’s  forget  our  differences 
and  concentrate  on  our  likenesses.

parenting  and  the 
disabled 

Dear  GCN: 

I  am  writing  in  regard  to  the  recent  decision  of 
DSS  to  take  two  small  boys  from  the  home  of  a 
gay  male  couple  and  DSS’s  decision  to  change 
their  policy  to  exclude  gays  and  lesbians  from 
becoming  foster  parents  in  the  future. 

I  must  say,  I  haven’t  seen  such  a  blatant  display 
of  cowardice  and  total  lack  of  caring  for  children 
since  Ronald  Reagan’s  Administration.  It  is  ironic 
that  we  are  witnessing  such  a  Reaganite  display  by 
a  so-called  liberal  administration.  In  1982,  Mike 
Dukakis  had  no  qualms  about  courting  and  get¬ 
ting  the  gay  vote  in  his  brd  to  become  governor 
again. 

The  Dukakis  Administration  has  callously 
caved  in  to  some  homophobic  noise  from  a 
private  citizen  (a  man  who  apparently  was  trying 
to  put  his  name  out  for  a  bid  for  Boston  City 
Council),  and  a  shrill  anti-gay  article  in  the 
Boston  Globe.  Who  are  the  victims  of  this  latest 
vicious  attack  on  gay  people?  Those  two  little 
boys  who  were  tearfully  wrenched  away  from  a 
loving  home. 

This  whole  affair  not  only  offends  me  as  a  les¬ 
bian,  but  as  a  disabled  person.  The  state  has 
shown  this  same  insulting  behavior  toward 
disabled  people  who  not  only  wished  to  become 
foster  parents,  but  who  even  wanted  to  care  for 
their-  own  biological  children.  A  few  cases  in 
point: 

About  10  years  ago,  foster  children  were  placed 
with  a  blind  couple  I  knew.  Like  the  two  gay  men, 
this  couple  was  subjected  to  an  extensive  in¬ 
vestigation  to  determine  their  fitness  to  raise 
children.  Like  the  two  gay  men,  this  couple  re¬ 
ceived  the  children  only  to  have  them  removed  be¬ 
cause  people  thought  a  blind  couple  shouldn’t 
raise  children.  Society  thinks  that  disabled  peo¬ 
ple,  like  gay  people,  are  unfit  for  parenting. 

Another  case  involved  a  single  Black  woman 
who  was  armless  and  had  custody  of  her 
biological  child.  The  state  (Pennsylvania)  felt  she 
was  unfit  to  raise  her  child  because  of  her  disabili¬ 
ty.  The  state  dragged  her  into  court,  where  she 
changed  the  baby’s  diaper  with  her  teeth  in  front 
of  the  judge  and  all  present  in  the  courtroom.  The 
judge  saw  this,  told  her  to  continue  what  she  was 
doing,  that  she  was  indeed  a  fit  mother,  and 
closed  the  case. 

Now,  if  the  state  can  do  this  sort  of  thing  to  dis¬ 
abled  straight  people,  you  can  be  sure  the  state 
won’t  stop  at  forbidding  gays  and  lesbians  to 
adopt  or  be  foster  parents  or  guardians  to 
children.  You  can  be  sure  that  these  same  politi¬ 
cians  who  have  insulted  us  will  try  to  take  our 
biological  children  away  next.  They  got  away 
with  this  one  so  they  will  be  emboldened  to  go  for 
more.  It  is  still  okay  in  this  society  to  insult  both 
gays  and  disabled  people  where  it  has  become  not 
okay  to  do  the  same  things  to  Blacks,  Catholics, 
Jews,  etc.  Society  and  its  politicians  still  have  per¬ 
mission  to  show  total  lack  of  respect  for  the 
personhood  and  integrity  of  people  just  because 
they  happen  to  be  gay  and/or  have  disabilities. 

We  as  disabled  and/or  gay  people  must  de¬ 
mand  a  stop  to  this.  IT  IS  NOT  OKAY  TO  IN¬ 
SULT  US!!!  We  must  send  a  message  loud  and 
clear  to  the  politicians  that  their  insulting 
behavior  will  not  earn  them  votes.  We  will  not 
tolerate  that  behavior  in  any  public  official.  We 
demand  that  politicians  who  are  bigots  will  be 
ousted  from  office. 

In  February,  I  received  a  letter  from  Governor 
Dukakis,  dated  February  15,  1985,  in  which  he 
states,  “It  has  long  been  my  belief  that  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  cannot  tolerate  discrimination  in 
employment,  housing,  or  public  accommodation 
because  of  one’s  sex,  race,  creed,  color,  national 
origin,  age  or  sexual  preference."  (My  emphasis.) 
This  letter  was  one  in  which  Dukakis  said  he  sup¬ 
ported  the  Gay  Rights  Bill.  This  letter  is  a  lie 
because  the  Governor  has  not  done  anything  to 
back  his  verbal  support  —  he  has  shown  the  op¬ 
posite.  He  has  shown  that  his  only  real  concern  is 
VOTES!  He  really  doesn’t  care  about  the  rights 
of  a  group  of  citizens  in  his  state. 

This  is  just  more  proof  to  me  that  we  cannot  re¬ 
ly  on  our  elected  officials  for  anything  —  except 
that  they  will  tell  us  anything  they  think  we  want 
to  hear  to  gain  our  votes. 

It  is  time  that  both  the  Disabled  and  Gay  Com¬ 
munities  work  together  to  force  our  way  to  the 
front  of  the  bus  where  we  belong!  We  will  not  be 
content  to  be  second-class  citizens  any  longer!  We 
demand  the  right  to  hold  our  heads  high  as  people 
and  the  right  to  bear,  raise  and  love  our  children 
without  having  homophobic  or  able-bodyist  slurs 
hurled  our  way.

Happy  Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride  Day,  Boston!  It  is  great  to  be  here  —  to  share  with  you 
this  festive  occasion  —  as  we  celebrate  fifteen  years  of  Pride. 

In  these  times  of  mean  spiritedness  directed  at  those  of  us  who  are  poor,  lesbian,  gay, 
women,  Black,  Latino/Latina,  Asian,  Native  American,  peace-loving,  freedom-loving,  all 
of  us  who  yearn  for  equality  of  opportunity  for  all  the  groupings  of  people,  yes,  all  of  us,  we 
can  derive  strength  and  comfort  in  the  accomplishments  of  the  Lesbian  and  Gay  struggle 
over  the  past  fifteen  years.  Ours  is  not  so  much  a  struggle  to  pass  civil  rights  laws,  but  more  of 
a  struggle  to  create  a  community  where  one  did  not  previously  exist.  Yes,  we  have  much 
farther  to  go  as  a  community  of  “gentle  loving  people,”  but  after  fifteen  years  of  pride,  they 
cannot  stop  us  and  we  are  moving  forward.  , 

After  fifteen  years  of  many  triumphs  and  some  setbacks,  we  have  some  measure  of  our 
strengths  and  should  therefore  be  assured  that  we  can  confront  the  difficulties  of  the 
moment  and  the  challenges  of  the  next  few  years.  The  issue  of  whether  there  can  be  lesbian 
or  gay  foster  parents  will  not  be  laid  to  rest  until  the  answer  is  Yes,  here  in  Boston  and 
everywhere. 

Here  in  the  city  of  Boston  and  in  the  state  of  Massachusetts,  you  have  elected  such 
distinguished  pacesetters  as  Elaine  Noble,  David  Scondras,  Barney  Frank  and  Gerry  Studds. 
You  came  as  close  as  anyone  to  the  real  thing,  as  far  as  coalitions  go,  in  the  Mel  King 
Campaign  for  Mayor.  Let  us  not  forget  our  friends. 

By  taking  stock  of  our  victories,  we  can  begin  to  define  our  mission  and  our  goals  for 
the  next  fifteen  years,  at  the  end  of  which,  we  will  be  in  the  twenty-first  century.  We  should 
now  also  acknowledge  the  shortcomings  of  our  struggle,  and  continue  building  a 
community  that  is  far  more  responsive  to  the  concept  that  we  can  derive  greater  strength 
because  of  our  diversity.  Because  of  our  diversity  —  Black,  Brown,  Latino/Latina,  White, 
Male,  Female  —  and  the  fact  that  we  are  everywhere,  they  cannot  stop  us,  Boston! 

Looking  forward  over  the  next  fifteen  years,  what  do  we  want  our  community  to  reflect 
in  the  year  2000?  For  one,  we  want  to  see  ten  times  as  many  people  gathered  to  celebrate  Gay 
Pride,  ten  times  as  many  of  us  out  of  the  closet;  we  want  to  see  not  one  of  us  fearing  the 
possibility  of  losing  our  jobs,  our  homes,  or  having  our  children  taken  away  from  us.  We 
want  to  see  ten  times  as  many  people,  whether  they  be  lesbian,  gay,  straight,  Black,  White  or 
Brown,  who  have  found  meaning  and  relevance  in  the  progress  of  this  struggle... and  we 
want  our  encounter  with  AIDS  to  be  part  of  the  history  books.  No,  with  these  goals  in  mind, 
they  cannot  stop  us,  Boston! 


We  want  to  become  known  as  a  “Different  People”  —  a  people  who  spurned  the 
conservative  rightward  move  of  the  1980s  —  who  stuck  to  a  progressive  course  of 
dismantling  institutionalized  racism,  sexism  and  classism  in  our  own  community  and  in  our 
society  at  large.  With  these  goals  in  mind,  Boston,  they  cannot  stop  us. 

Yes,  over  the  next  fifteen  years  let  us  accept  the  challenge  of  being  a  “Different 
People.”  A  “Different  People”  because  we  refuse  to  be  mean-spirited  in  an  era  when  it  is 
being  officially  sanctioned  by  our  government,  a  different  people  because  we  denied  that 
rising  poverty  was  a  measure  of  progress  and  prosperity. 

A  “Different  People”  because  the  work  of  molding  our  community  has  only  just 
begun,  and  we  have  a  unique  opportunity  to  fashion  our  community  in  such  a  way  that  we 
have  even  more  reasons  to  express  and  feel  pride. 

A  “Different  People”  because  it  is  the  principled  and  the  only  viable  political  course 
which  will  make  our  movement  meaningful  to  the  greatest  number  of  lesbians  and  gays,  here 
and  everywhere  —  to  women,  who  make  up  more  than  fifty  percent  of  our  community  and 
who  seek  equal  pay  and  reproductive  freedom  among  other  goals,  to  people  of  color  who 
make  up  twenty-five  percent  of  our  community  nationally  and  who  number  thirty-six 
percent  of  the  community  here  in  Boston,  and  who  wish  to  end  displacement  from  our 
neighborhoods  by  class-  and  race-conscious  economic  forces  and  attitudes.  Let  us 
incorporate  these  goals  of  women  and  people  of  color  as  the  goals  of  the  lesbian  and  gay 
community. 

Let  us  become  a  “Different  People”  because  it  offers  us  the  opportunity  to  seize  and  be 
a  part  of  the  leadership  for  a  different  course  in  our  nation’s  history.  A  Different  People 
because  we  need  to  rekindle  the  spirit  of  Martin  Luther  King,  for  whom  the  dream  of  a 
better  world  could  never  die.  A  Different  People  because  as  an  organized  struggle  we  choose 
not  to  deny  or  neglect  our  interest  in  the  progress  of  the  struggles  for  equality  for  African- 
Americans  and  for  women,  for  the  end  of  apartheid  in  South  Africa,  and  for  decent  and 
affordable  housing  and  health  care. 

Let  us  choose  to  be  a  Different  People  —  a  different  community  —  who  will  make  an 
indelible  mark  on  history  over  the  next  fifteen  years,  because  we  did  not  accommodate  our 
ideological  adversaries  by  marching  to  the  more  conservative  and  militaristic  beat  of  the 
present  times. 

Happy  Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride  Day,  Boston!

and  with  assault  on  a  police  detec¬ 
tive.  Because  of  the  publicity 
generated  by  the  case  and  the  ac¬ 
counts  of  at  least  a  dozen  witnesses 
who  have  contradicted  Kelly’s 
police  report,  the  detective  is 
under  internal  investigation  by  the 
police  department,  but  continues 
to  draw  full  pay. 

Huang’s  case  has  garnered  wide¬ 
spread  support  not  only  among 
Boston’s  Chinese  residents,  but 
from  many  individuals  and  groups 
in  the  Black,  Latino,  and  progres¬ 
sive  white  communities,  as  well  as 
from  many  gay  men  and  lesbians. 
This  was  evident  not  only  in  the  list 
of  supporters  put  out  by  the  com- 
mitteee  but  in  the  make-up  of 
march  participants  and  rally 
speakers.  Black,  Latino,  and  white 
marchers  were  vocal  in  their  chants 
of  “Drop  the  charges”  and  “Sup¬ 
port  Long  Guang  Huang.” 
Similar  chants  in  Cantonese  were 
shouted  by  Asian  participants  who 
included  a  broad  cross-section  of 
the  local  community,  from  high 
school  students  to  senior  citizens, 
suited  professionals  to  working- 
class  mothers. 

Speakers  at  the  bilingual  rally 
included  members  of  the  Support 
Committee:  Yee  Wah,  a  senior 
citizen  from  Chinatown’s  Tai 
Tung  Village  Tenants  Association, 
and  Jimmy  Wong,  the  victim’s 
nephew,  as  well  as  former  State 
Representative  Mel  King,  and  City 
Councilors  David  Scondras  and 
Charles  Yancey,  and  a  represen¬ 
tative  from  the  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union.  All  speakers  em¬ 
phasized  the  injustice  in  the  case, 
especially  the  unwillingness  of 
police  to  drop  Kelly’s  charges 
against  Huang  despite  the  contrary 
accounts  of  many  witnesses.  They 
welcomed  the  diversity  and  energy 
of  the  participants,  as  well  as  their 
willingness  to  come  together 
around  police  violence  —  an  issue 
that  affects  many  Boston 
neighborhoods. 

King,  a  popular  Black  com¬ 
munity  activist  and  a  candidate  in 
the  city’s  last  mayoral  election, 
emphasized  the  need  for  a  Civilian 
Review  Board.  The  Committee  has 
also  demanded  such  a  board,  and 
has  criticized  Boston  Mayor  Ray- 
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mond  Flynn  for  his  inactivity  on 
the  issue  except  for  symbolic  visits 
to  Huang’s  home.  Scondras,  the 
city’s  first  openly  gay  councillor, 
announced  that  people  of  color 
and  gay  men  and  lesbians  —  the 
traditional  victims  of  police 
violence  —  were  no  longer  willing 
to  put  up  with  official  brutality. 

Apart  from  Scondras,  many  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men,  including 
Asian  gays,  participated  in  the 
march  and  rally  though  their 
presence  as  gay  people  was  not  im¬ 
mediately  apparent.  The  Boston 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Political 
Alliance,  however,  had  sent  a 
statement  of  support.  At  least  one 
gay  person,  Vicki  Lew,  a  member 
of  Boston  Asian  Gay  Men  and 
Lesbians,  works  on  Huang’s  sup¬ 
port  committee  as  an  openly  les¬ 
bian  member. 

Issues  of  police  violence  are  not 
new  to  lesbians  and  gay  men  in 
Boston,  and  the  vice  squad  has  had 
a  particular  history  of  conflict  with 
the  gay  community.  In  the  summer 
of  1982,  as  part  of  a  pro-sex  rally, 
a  large  group  of  lesbians  and  gay 
men  led  a  spirited  rally  outside 
police  headquarters  in  Boston  call¬ 
ing  for  elimination  of  the  vice 
squad.  The  occurrence  a  week 
later  of  arson,  which  destroyed  the 
building  housing  Gay  Community 
News,  Fag  Rag,  and  Glad  Day 
Bookshop  —  three  central  institu¬ 
tions  of  the  gay  and  lesbian  com¬ 
munity  —  was  thought  by  many 
community  members  at  the  time  to 
be  related  to  the  anti-vice  squad 
demonstration.  The  subsequent 
arrest  and  conviction  last  year  of  a 
large  arson  ring  with  connections 
to  the  police  department  has  done 
little  to  lessen  the  suspicion  among 
some  gay  activists. 

While  it  is  clear  that  many  gay 
people  are  supporting  the  commit¬ 
tee’s  demands  for  police  accoun¬ 
tability  and  an  end  to  police 
violence,  one  of  the  committee’s 
demands  —  the  elimination  of  the 
“Combat  Zone,”  a  red-light 
district  neighboring  Chinatown  — 
has  led  to  some  doubts  among  gay 
men  and  lesbians  concerned  with 
censorship  and  the  general  polic¬ 
ing  of  sexual  activity  by  the  city. 
The  Chinatown  community,  on 


the  other  hand,  has  had  a  long 
history  of  resistance  against  in¬ 
stitutional  encroachment  by 
neighboring  Tufts  University  New 
England  Medical  Center  as  well  as 
by  highway  development.  Now  re¬ 
duced  to  a  few  streets  and  badly 
needing  housing,  many 
Chinatown  residents  see  the  near¬ 
by  Combat  Zone,  with  its  sex 
shops,  prostitutes  and  free¬ 
wheeling  vice  detectives,  as  yet 
another  disruptive  element  in  their 
efforts  to  build  a  neighborhood. 

However,  the  assurance  by 
Mayor  Flynn  in  a  recent  meeting 
with  Chinatown  residents  that  he 
will  eliminate  the  Combat  Zone 
through  the  raising  of  property 
values  has  caused  some  residents 
to  consider  how  the  same  market 
forces  could  be  made  to  work 
against  them  in  the  Chinatown 
area.  In  this  light,  some  now 
•  believe  the  recent  incident  of 
disruption  by  the  vice  squad  may 
well  be  an  effort  to  generate  in¬ 
security  in  the  Chinatown 
neighborhood,  long  a  haven  for 
non-English-speaking  Asians. 
Like  the  Combat  Zone,  China¬ 
town  is  now  viewed  by  real  estate 
interests  as  prime  property  in  the 
latest  round  of  a  downtown  con¬ 
struction  boom. 

Meanwhile,  Huang  is  scheduled 
to  be  arraigned  on  the  morning 
following  the  rally  —  his  Third 
court  appearance  to  date.  Calls  by 
the  support  committee  for  the 
suspension  of  Detective  Kelly,  on 
the  other  hand,  have  been 
deflected  on  the  grounds  that  civil 
servants  are  legally  protected  from 
suspension  until  they  receive  an 
administrative  hearing.  This  hear¬ 
ing  has  been  postponed  for  at  least 
the  second  time,  and  is  now 
scheduled  for  June  25,  according 
to  Peter  Kiang,  a  support  commit¬ 
tee  spokesman.

ing  prostitutes’  livelihood,  im¬ 
migrant  and  Black  men  will  be 
among  the  “racist”  bill’s  first 
targets. 

Prescott  cited  arguments  from 
U.S.  feminist-inspired  anti-porn 
proposals  that  pornography  “pro¬ 
motes  injury  and  degradation  such 
as  rape,  battery,  and  prostitution, 
and  inhibits  just  enforcement  of 
laws  against  such  acts”  (emphasis 
added).  She  contended  that 
targeting  porn  as  responsible  for 
societal  treatment  of  women  as 
“whores”  directs  blame  on  to  sex 
workers,  in  turn  fueling  persecu¬ 
tion  and  violence  against  women 
in  the  sex  trades. 

A  Black  woman,  Prescott 
repudiated  the  term  “civil  rights 
legislation”  as  applicable  to  these 
bills,  which  she  charged  “pimp 
off”  the  Black  struggle  while 
covering  up  a  political  alliance 
with  the  racist  right  wing.  She  con¬ 
cluded  with  stressing  that  tactics  to 
oppose  objectionable  forms  of 
pornography  must  start  with  em¬ 
powering  sex  workers  with  greater 
respect  and  bargaining  power  over 
their  conditions  of  labor. 

Representing  the  Sacramento 
sex  workers’  group,  80’s  Ladies, 
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Pam  Gitthens  told  of  escalating 
harassment  of  prostitutes  in  that 
city.  After  recent  closures  of  escort 
services  and  massage  parlors  drove 
many  women  to  work  the  streets,  a 
citizens  group  called  Sick  and 
Tired  of  Prostitutes  (STOP) 
formed  to  agitate  for  mandatory 
six-month  sentences  for  pro¬ 
stitutes’  first  offenses.  The  80’s 
Ladies  responded  by  engaging 
STOP  in  an  unprecedented  public 
debate.  According  to  Gitthens,  the 
media  gave  the  debate  to  the 
Ladies. 

Examining  sadomasochism’s 
place  in  sexual  politics  was 
Suzanne  Gage  of  the  Los  Angeles- 
based  Women  on  the  Sexual 
Fringe,  a  rap  and  support  group 
for  women  of  all  sexual  orienta¬ 
tions.  Gage  said  women  from  very 
diverse  backgrounds  have  ex¬ 
plored  issues  ranging  from  the  dif¬ 
ferently  abled  to  children  and  age¬ 
ism  to  s/m. 

Offering  a  generalized  descrip¬ 
tion  of  s/m  as  “acting  out 
dominant/submissive  or  aggres¬ 
sive/passive  roles  for  mutual  sex¬ 
ual  excitement,”  she  pointed  out 
the  widespread  incorporation  of 
s/m  elements  into  the  sex  play  of 


many  people  who  don’t  identify  as 
sadomasochists.  Noting  the 
stigmatization  of  acknowledged 
sadomashochists,  Gage  located 
danger  “not  in  sexual  practices  but 
in  social  control  over  sexual 
minorities.”  She  added  that,  until 
recently,  prostitutes  and  porn  ads 
provided  one  of  the  few  available 
sources  for  partners. 

Lori  Nairne  of  Wages  Due  Les¬ 
bians  sought  recognition  of  les¬ 
bians  'in  the  sex  industry,  saying 
this  reality  has  not  been  addressed 
by  the  women’s  and  gay 
movements.  She  called  on  the  les- 
bian/gay  community  to  publicly 
support  the  abolition  of  prostitu¬ 
tion  laws,  and  warned  of  anti-

San  Francisco  AIDS  Theater 

Acts  of  Humor,  Acts  of  Courage

The  response  of  art  to  life  is 
sometimes  very  slow.  Plays  and 
movies  about  the  Viet  Nam  war 
took  more  than  ten  years  to  sur¬ 
face.  There  has  yet  to  be  good 
media  representation  dealing  with 
abortion  and  women’s  struggles  to 
control  reproduction.  Part  of  this 
is  just  the  time  it  takes  for  any  idea 
to  reach  fruition  in  production.  A 
more  important  aspect  is  probably 


that  some  material  is  just  not  per¬ 
ceived  as  being  marketable.  Until 
Terms  of  Endearment  became  a 
hit,  it  was  a  truism  in  the  movie 
business  that  a  “cancer  movie” 
would  never  be  a  hit.  Not  only 
must  someone  be  willing  to  create 
this  art,  but  there  must  also  be  an 
audience  willing  to  attend  and  em¬ 
brace  it.  It  is  a  great  surprise,  then, 
that  New  York  now  has  two  plays 


about  AIDS  —  /45/sand  The  Nor¬ 
mal  Heart.  (This  is  even  more  sur¬ 
prising  when  you  realize  that  The 
Normal  Heart  is  an  outright 
political  polemic.)  But  before 
these  plays  became  media  events 
touted  by  Time  and  Newsweek ,  a 
small  revue  —  The  A.I.D.S.  Show 
—  was  being  written  and  presented 
in  San  Francisco  by  Theater 
Rhinoceros.  After  a  sell-out  stint 
in  their  home  city,  they  toured  the 
West  Coast  and  have  just  spent  a 
week  in  Boston  playing  to  packed 
houses  as  a  benefit  for  the  AIDS 
Action  Committee. 

The  A.I.D.S.  Show  is  a  collec¬ 
tion  of  27  skits,  written  by  the  cast 
as  well  as  others  and  performed  by 
a  troupe  of  nine  men  and  three 
women.  They  range  from  the 
manic  Bette  Midleresque  production 
number  “Rimmin’  at  the  Baths” 
to  a  strong,  moving  monologue 
(by  Ellen  B.  Davis  —  an  ex- 
GCNe r)  —  “The  Nurse”  —  in 
which  a  woman  working  with 
AIDS  patients  grapples  with  her  ir¬ 
rational  fear  for  her  children. 
Almost  all  of  the  pieces  are  well 
written  and  carefully  constructed. 
“It’s  My  Party,”  in  which  a  group 
of  queens  sits  around  playing 
Trivial  Pursuit  and  talks  about 
sex,  safe  sex,  and  no  sex,  is  as 
quick-witted  and  insightful  as  any 
great  comedy.  The  only  two  bits 
which  are  below  standards  are 
“Reverend  What’s  Her  Name,” 
by  novelist  Dan  Curzon,  a 
shallow,  obvious  jab  at  fundamen¬ 
talist  Christians  using  AIDS  for 
their  own  purposes,  and  a 
monologue,  “Land’s  End,”  in 


which  a  gay  man  talks  to  his  dead 
lover,  but  which  is  filled  with  too 
much  of  the  sentiment  the  show 
has  generally  managed  to  avoid. 

In  fact  if  there  is  any  salient 
feature  about  The  A.I.D.S.  Show 

—  its  basic  professionalism  and 
talent  taken  for  granted  —  it  is  the 
ability  to  approach  this  material 
and  face  it  forthrightly  and 
honestly.  The  bulk  of  people  who 
attend  theater  (and  movies)  do  so 
to  be  entertained.  They  may  want 
to  laugh  or  cry,  but  for  the  most 
part  they  do  not  want  to  be  made 
to  feel  uncomfortable.  (That’s 
why  a  topic  like  the  Viet  Nam  war 
took  so  long  to  get  to  the  popular 
media;  everyone  was  so  worn  out 
after  watching  the  real  war  on  the  6 
o’clock  news,  they  didn’t  have  the 
patience  or  the  courage  to  deal 
with  it  again.)  Any  show  about 
AIDS  is  clearly  not  going  to  make 
many  people  comfortable. 

Theater  Rhinoceros  has 
managed  to  overcome  this  pro¬ 
blem  by  packaging  their  message, 
information,  and  content  in  easily 
understood  and  familiar  packages. 
They  have  taken  common  forms 

—  the  TV  sit-com,  game  show 
parody,  the  monologue,  even  the 
one-liner  —  and  have  re-forged 
them  to  build  a  coherent,  tight 
show.  Knowing  that  you  cannot 
preach  to  the  terrified,  they  have 
made  the  wise  decision  to  play 
much  of  the  material  for  humor, 
and  what  is  not  played  for  laughs 
(both  open  and  nervous)  is  played 
for  honest  and  plain  feeling.  “I 
like  cruising,  getting  drunk,  stoned 
on  grass,  doing  poppers,  and  hav-

ing  sex  with  strangers.  Call  me  old 
fashioned,”  says  a  man  during  the 
“It’s  My  Party”  skit;  we  laugh  not 
only  at  the  juxtaposition,  but  at 
the  honesty  and  the  truth  beneath 
the  joke. 

It  is  interesting  that  two  of  the 
most  effective  pieces  —  “The 
Nurse”  and  “Mama’s  Boy”  —  are 
both  monologues  by  women. 
(“Alice”  —  about  a  young  woman 
talking  on  the  phone  to  her 
brother  who  has  AIDS  —  is  also 
good,  but  not  as  effective.)  The 
material  here  is  more  open,  less 
defensive,  and  more  emotionally 
searing.  I  suspect  that  for  both  the 
writers  and  the  performers  —  as 
well  as  the  audience  —  this  may  be 
easier  to  hear  coming  from  women 
rather  than  men:  not  only  because

It’s  not 
what  most  people  would  want,  or 
expect,  from  theater,  and  yet  they 
are  going  and  enjoying  the  shows. 
What  is  even  more  amazing  is  that 
the  critical  community  (the

straight  critical  community)  is  en¬ 
dorsing  the  plays.  There  is  a  tradi¬ 
tion  in  U.S.  theater  (actually,  all 
entertainment)  to  devalue  or 
dismiss  political  material.  (This  ig¬ 
nores  the  fact  that  all  art  is 
political,  that  even,  or  perhaps 
especially,  something  like  Mickey 
Rooney  and  Ann  Miller  telling  big- 
tit  jokes  in  Sugar  Babies  is 
political.) 

The  A.I.D.S.  Show  (as  well  as 
the  others)  has  managed  to  make 
audiences,  and  critics,  accept  this 
material,  deal  with  it,  and  respect 
both  the  material  and  its  creators. 
They  have  done  this  through 
energy,  talent,  political  commit¬ 
ment  —  and,  most  of  all,  through 
courage.  Courage  to  face  the 
material  themselves  and  transform 
it  into  art,  courage  to  bring  their 
idea  to  the  stage  and  share 
them  with  the  audiences,  and 
courage,  in  an  industry  and  world 
which  tends  to  shun  what  it  cannot 
deal  with,  to  take  a  chance,  to 
speak  from  the  heart,  and  to  be 
out,  open,  and  honest.

pornography  laws  being  used  to 
harass  lesbian  and  gay  bars  and 
bookstores. 

A  member  of  US  PROS  called 
Jane  discussed  the  working  condi¬ 
tions  of  erotic  dancers  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  clubs.  She  described 
economic  exploitation  by  club 
owners,  entrapment  attempts  by 
undercover  cops,  and  the  spectre 
of  estrangement  from  judgmental 
family  and  friends.  She  said 
Reaganomics  is  forcing  more 
women  into  the  sex  industry  as  an 
alternative  to  poverty. 

A  spirited  discussion  followed 
the  presentation.  A  Seattle  woman 
reported  on  that  city’s  Green  River 
murders,  or  disappearance  of  69 


women,  beginning  with  topless 
dancers,  over  the  last  three  years. 

Much  discussion  revolved 
around  anti-porn  measures  in¬ 
troduced  recently  in  Los  Angeles 
and  Sacramento,  and  organizing 
efforts  of  Feminist  Anti- 
Censorship  Taskforce  (FACT) 
groups  in  L.A.  and  San  Francisco. 
One  woman  said  that  anti-pom 
feminists  purport  to  defend 
women  in  the  sex  trades  by  por¬ 
traying  them  all  as  powerless  vic¬ 
tims  of  coercion,  and  asked  that 
sex  workers  challenge  this  false 
stereotype. 

Another  woman  asked  for  con¬ 
tinuing  dialogue  with  women  who 
are  focusing  on  or  working  against 


sexual  abuse.  Jane  of  U.S.  PROS 
reacted  angrily,  claiming  that 
many  such  feminists  have  been 
“fence-sitting”  on  the  issue  of 
defending  sex  workers  from  state 
interference. 

Participants  at  the  forum 
unanimously  endorsed  a  number 
of  proposals  to  be  taken  to  the 
Nairobi  conference,  including:  de¬ 
criminalization  (not  legalization) 
of  prostitution  and  amnesty  for  all 
prostitutes;  an  end  to  harassment 
of  prostitutes  and  their  families; 
and  adequate  services  and  viable 
alternatives  for  women  and 
juveniles  who  want  to  leave  the 
profession.

Notes 

“The  Families  We  Choose,”  a 

video  documentary  on  lesbian  families, 
produced  by  Cheryl  Qamar  and  Lisa 
Pontoppidan.  40  minutes.  Premiere 
showings:  1  p.m.  and  9  p.m.,  June  29, 
Cambridge  YWCA,  7  Temple  St. 

The  days  when  I  would  go  to  great 
lengths  to  see  a  movie  are  gone.  Gay 
cinema  —  with  its  unique  slants  to  the 
old  themes  of  sexuality,  relationships, 
and  family  —  is  an  exception.  My 
senses  are  sharpened  and  my  stubborn 
stereotypes  challenged  by  the  lesbian 
and  gay  visual  media  that  are  around. 
“The  Families  We  Choose,”  a  video 
documentary  which  shows  that  lesbian 
families  are  an  important  part  of  the 
human  race,  premieres  on  June  29  at 
the  Cambridge  YWCA.  It  is  a  piece  I 
would  go  to  great  lengths  to  see. 

Lisa  Pontoppidan  and  Cheryl 
Qamar’s  video  asks  “What  is  family?”  a 
big  question  to  cover  in  only  40 
minutes.  But  the  documentary  lets  its 
subjects  answer  in  all  the  variety,  depth 
and  humor  the  question  calls  forth. 
“Families”  is  a  celebration,  complete 
with  music,  dialogue,  and  action.  I 
almost  forgot  I  was  seeing  a  skillfully- 
edited  version  of  all  that  had  been 
filmed  —  instead  of  the  actual  un¬ 
folding  of  what  was  said  and  felt  by  the 
women  portrayed. 

What  struck  me  first  on  seeing  the 
video  was  the  immediacy  of  many 
women  expressing,  through  family, 
their  individual  identities.  The  four  les¬ 
bian  families  who  are  the  focus  of  the 
work  do  not  appear  the  same,  yet  they 
are  doing  essentially  the  same  work  as 
any  family  in  our  culture.  Asked  what 
family  meant  to  her,  one  lesbian  re¬ 
sponds,  “Well,  family  is  one  thing....  My 
goal  is  to  become  my  own  good 
mother.”  Such  unrehearsed  responses 
are  interspersed  throughout  the 
documentary,  and  different  as  they 
sound,  the  common  feeling  is  that  les¬ 
bian  families  go  beyond  traditional 
blood  families  that  call  anything  in¬ 
dividual  “queer.”  Lesbian  families 
come  in  so  many  shapes  and  sizes  they 
aren’t  threatened  by  individuality. 

As  the  women  told  their  stories,  I 
began  to  realize  how  timely  this 
documentary  is.  Against  the  backdrop 
of  the  gay  and  lesbian  foster  parenting 
controversy,  it  is  vital  to  see  lesbians 
give  themselves  credit  for  the  hard 
work  they’ve  done  to  become  each 
other’s  life  companions. 

Although  I  recognized  many  of  the 
local  lesbians  in  “Families,”  I  hadn’t 
defined  some  of  the  couples  and 
groups  as  a  family  as  vital  as  any  birth 
family.  I  felt  real  culture  shock  when  I 
heard  how  a  working-class  women’s 
collective  became  family  through  their 
individual  commitments  to  a  common 
goal.  The  fact  that  this  collective  has 
survived  makes  a  strong  statement:  les¬ 
bian  families  are  formed  and  thrive  not 
by  birth  or  whim,  but  because  they  are 
absolutely  necessary. 

When  I  think  of  the  traditional 
models  of  family  —  my  own  family,  for 
instance  —  I  appreciate  both  the 
positive  side  and  what’s  lacking.  At 
some  point,  I  chose  to  shed  a  cushy, 
heterosexual  identity  in  order  to  find 
and  express  my  own  as  a  lesbian.  It 
makes  good  sense  that  as  I  create  a 
family,  I’ll  try  to  incorporate  in  my  new 
creation  what  fit  and  what  was  missing 
from  my  blood  family.  In  fact,  it  would 
make  good  sense  for  me  to  name  my 
current  long-lived  relatipnship  for  what 
it  is  —  we,  too,  are  family. 

In  a  sense,  “Families”  raised  high  ex¬ 
pectations  in  me  for  lesbian  families.  It 
isn’t  that  we  will  be  like  the  ideal  “one 
big,  happy  family.”  But  whether  it  is  to 
raise  children,  recognize  com¬ 
panionship,  or  be  legal  guardians  and 
best  friends,  the  documentary  shows 
that  anything  is  possible  for  lesbians 
seeking  family.
